Firſt, it may 
truely be ſaid, that though it did come forth 

vnder the name of a Chauncelour, or a Comiſſarie; yet 
came it not ſorth vnder the name of Lay · perſons. For a 
Chauncelour or a Comiſſary, is not a Lay- man in this 
caſe: Ihe ordinary and he are but Y# iudex. Or rather, 
whatſoever the Chauncelour doth in this behalfe, hee 
doth it in the auctority of the Ordinary, according to the 
o wer that is committed vnto him. A thing not vnuſual 
in the Civilltate:whercin the Lord - Chauncelour doth 
diſpoſe of many thinges, which are Originally in the 
Crowne; and againe, writeth Teſfe meip ſo vnto manie 
particulars, that never paſſe by bill aſſigned. 
Secondly, no Lay - Chauncelour or Comiſſary what; 
ſoevet doth at any time excõmunicate any man; ox ſen. 
deth out in his owe name any excõmunication. But this 
is the practiſe of the Church of England. In*the eẽſuring 
of notorious & more grievous crimes, the Arch · biſnhop,
